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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's initial application filed 1 1 August 
2006. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
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disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because: 

a. It contains the legal terms "comprising", "means", and "comprises". 

b. The word "co, nfigurations" should be replaced with "configurations". 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1,4,5, and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

c. In claim 1 , lines 1 2-1 3, the phrase "allowing said second member to be 
repeatedly secured in either one of said two configurations and that in said other 
configuration" should be replaced with " allowing said second member to be 
repeatedly secured in ei th e r on e any of said at least two configurations and that 
in said other configurations". 

d. In claim 4, line 3, the comma should be removed. 

e. In claim 5, line 2, there is a lack of antecedent basis for the phrase "the 
face". 

f. In claim 6, lines 1-2, there is a lack of antecedent basis for the phrases 
"said workpiece support member" and "said lathe engaging member". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A claim limitation will be interpreted to invoke 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, if it 
meets the following 3-prong analysis: 

(A) the claim limitations must use the phrase "means for" or "step for"; 

(B) the "means for" or "step for" must be modified by functional language; 

and 

(C) the phrase "means for" or "step for" must not be modified by sufficient 
structure, material or acts for achieving the specified function. 

The claim limitation "releasable fastening means" does not use the phrase 
"means for" or "step for", and is also modified by some structure, material, or acts 
recited in the claim(s). It is unclear whether the recited structure, material, or acts 
are sufficient for performing the claimed function which would preclude application of 
35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, because applicant has not specifically set forth in 
the specification what structure, material, or acts are used to perform the claimed 
function as required to properly invoke 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. 

If applicant wishes to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, sixth 
paragraph, applicant is required to: 
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(a) Amend the claim to include the phrase "means for" or "step for" in 
accordance with these guidelines: the phrase "means for" or "step for" must be modified 
by functional language and the phrase must not be modified by sufficient structure, 
material, or acts for performing the claimed function; or 

(b) Show that the claim limitation is written as a function to be performed and 
the claim does not recite sufficient structure, material, or acts for performing the claimed 
function which would preclude application of 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. For more 
information, see MPEP § 2181 . 

If applicant does not wish to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 
112, sixth paragraph, applicant is required to either amend the claim so that it will 
clearly not be a means (or step) plus function limitation or provide a statement for 
the record that they are not invoking 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 -8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
